Fred A. Obor contributes an article to 


t&t. Nicholas entitled "A bird's , Store- 
1 bouse; or. The Carpenter Bird. " Mr. Ober 


tells of tho California woodpecki'i that 
bores boles in trcvsi and then tills them up 
with acorns, lie mills: 


Down in Mexico there lives a similar 


woujpuckurwho stores liis nuts and acorns 
in Rie hollow stalks of tho yuccas and 
imigueys. Tlioso bellow stalks uro sepa- 
rated by joints into scvorul cavities, and 
the sagacious bird bus somehow found this 
out and bores u hole at thy upper end of 
each joint and another at tho luwor, 
through which to extract tho ucorns when 
wanted. Then it fills up the Ktiilks solidly 
and leaves its stores there until needed, 
safe from the depredations uf any other 
thievish bird or four footed animal. 


The first place in which this curious 


habit was observed was on a bill In tho 
midst of a desert. Tho hill was covered 
with yuccas and iwigucys, but tho nearest 
oak trees were 'M miles away, and so, it 
was calculated, theno Industrious birds 
bad to mnko M iligbt of 00 miles for each 
acorn stowed thus in tho stulks. 


An observer of birds remarks, "There 


aro several strango features to bo noticed 
in these facts — thu 
provident instinct 


which prompts this bird to lay by stores 
of provisions lor the wij.ter, tho great dis- 
tance traversed to collect a kind of food so 
unusual for its rueo mill its seeking in a 
place so remote from its natural abode »

Captain Sigsbee's Cordial Reception. 


Cuban Surprised and Killed. 


Havana, Jan. 28.—Captain Sigsbee of 


the Maine, accompanied by Consul Gen- 
eral Lee, paid a visit yesterday to General 
Parrado, the acting captain general, -who 
received them courteously and cordially. 
They expressed themselves as well satis- 
fied with the interview. 


General Blanco ha« arrived at Man- 


ftanillo. where he has been formally re- 
ceived by the authorities and by th( 
autonomist committee. Large crowds 
turned out on his arrival. He visited tht 
hospitals, the forts and the barracks. 


Lieutenant Colon-el Benedicto surprised 


In Tapnato, this province, the camp ol

In this house 
instead of taking an oath to support 
protect ar»d defend th* constitution and 
perform OHr dutie* to the best of our 
abilities, we should a* tlie opening of each 
'eesaion »•» ear to support, protect and de 
fend the constitution, provided we <ja.n 
obtain the con£«nt of the leading na 
ttorts ot the earth and to perform oui 
duty, if the speaker Will permit us so tr 
•lo."
